MIAMI BEACH — When it comes to the actu al workings 
of this 29 th Repu blican National Conv ention, one’s past faith 
in this battle-scarred political sy stem is a little shaken. 
It mu st be admitted that the chance of a real conv ention 
decision on a presidential nominee is rather limited. 
Rather, the decision has been made some time ago 
throu gh su ch things as state primaries and political 
maneu v ering. What the conv ention really does is ratify what 
has taken place in the past. 
The Nebraska delegation, for instance, was inv ited to 
meet Gov . Ronald Reagan of California bu t tu rned the 
inv itation down. The grou p took the attitu de that it was 
committed to Nix on and no pu rpose cou ld be serv ed by 
v isiting with Reagan. 
There is some logic to that bu t it demonstrates the 
fu tility of all the pageantry and effort of su ch a process 
as the national conv ention. Of cou rse, there does hav e to 
be some final and formal means by which the party nominee 
is selected bu t the conv ention sy stem leav es something to 
be desired. 
★ 
In the politicians of the Repu blican Party , Nebraska 
has a su bstantial standing. Sen. Roman Hru ska has been 
an important part of the platform deliberations. Hastings 
pu blisher Fred Seaton is highly and intimately associated 
with Richard Nix on — the fav orite by far for the nomination. 
Delegation seating on the floor of Conv ention Hall is 
reportedly determined on the basis of state financial su pport 
of the national party . Nebraska’s delegation occu pies a choice 
spot in the v erv front row on the floor. 
Lincoln’s George Cook, too, is closely associated with 
the Nix on camp and Nebraska GOP National Committeeman 
Donald Ross is a known force in the party on the national 
lev el. 
Ross is credited witfi hav ing pu t together a large part 
of this conv ention in this fabled city of sandy beaches 
and roy al palm trees. 
There are some other kinds of trees bu t we hav e to 
date fou nd no one to identify them for u s. 
★ 
One indication of Nebraska influ ence on the national 
Repu blican .scene was the appearance on the conv ention 
program of ou r state’s Gov . Norbert Tiemann. Tiemann oc­ 
cu pied what shou ld be considered a key spot in presenting an 
address on the rev italization of Ru ral America 
Bu t it wou ld not be su rprising if the gov ernor were 
at least disappointed with his appearance. His speech was 
good enou gh, althou gh probably a little du ll, bu t the reception 
he receiv ed was pandemoniou s, if there is su ch a word. 
(One disadv antage of being away from home is lack 
of a dictionary . You hav e one, bu t nev er where y ou are 
working.) 
Tiemann was the v ictim of a conv ention floor In tu rmoil, 
delegates and a wide v ariety of others wandering arou nd 
and carry ing on assorted conv ersations. If any one cou ld 
hear the gov ernor, he shou ld hav e been credited with hav ing 
an ex traordinary sense of hearing. 
★ 
And su ch is the case with the v ast majority of the 
conv ention program. .-\t least half the delegates pay no 
attention at all to the v ariou s speakers and formalities 
that take place on the rostru m. 
It’s a good gu ess that any conv ention cou ld be limited 
to a key note address, presentation of the platform and 
nomination 
of 
the 
presidential 
and 
v ice 
presidential 
candidates and su tler little in the process. 
As the GOP conv ention goes abou t its early bu siness, 
the atmosphere becomes more and more relax ed, depicting 
the widespread belief that the formal nomination of a 
presidential candidate is now secu rely the domain of Richard 
M. Nix on.
